A rbuckle’s attorneys asked a con­ 
tinuance for ten days and a clash of | 
law yers followed, the d istrict a tto r­ 
ney saying Ave days w as all that was 
necessary and urging th a t the ease 
be hastened. 
Finally a continuance until next 
Thursday w as agreed upon and A r­ 
buckle was ordered back to his cell 
—all chance of im m ediate release on 
bail having been rem oved. 
Following 
the 
postponem ent. 
Brady told new spaperm en that the 
state had gone over the evidence 
and believed it had a com plete case 
of first degree m urder against the 
comedian. 
Star’s Lawyers Surprised 
For th at reason, he said, he had 
decided it was his duty to prosecute 
Arbuckle in the superior court for 
m urder and not for m anslaughter as 
recom m ended by the inquest and th e 
grand jury. 
A rbuckle’s 
attorneys 
expressed 
surprise. 
A rbuckle listened w ith close atten ­ 
tion to every word the law yers spoke, 
particularly when D istrict A ttorney 
Brady and Defense Counsel Domin­ 
guez clashed as to the length of the 
continuance to be granted. 
“I see no reason w hy you should 
wish to delay this hearing,” Brady 
told Dominguez. 
“Your client does 
not have to take the w itness stand.”

“T h at’s why I w as so sure you 
knew it,” flashed back Brady.

Police Judge L azarus, who was 
presiding, then im pressed on the a t­ 
torneys his belief th a t it was to 
the advantage of the defendant, if 
innocent, to have an early trial and 
to do all possible to speed up the 
case. 
H e asked th at th e attorneys 
reach an agreem ent w ithout forcing 
him to m ake an a rb itrary decision. 
May Still Reduce Charge 
The agreem ent for a continuance 
until Thursday w as th en reached. 
It is still possible for the charge to 
be reduced to m anslaughter during 
or at the conclusion of the prelim i­ 
nary hearing. 
T hat Arbuckle would be brought 
to trial w ithin three w eeks, w hether 
for m anslaughter or for m urder, w as 
declared definitely by B rady prior to 
today’s court session. 
B rady's decision tm w hat charge 
to press cam e after conferences w ith 
his aides which began late y ester­ 
day afternoon and w hich did not end 
until after 10:30 a. rn. today. 
Arbuckle spent a restless night, 
jailors said. 
Police threw lines around the po­ 
lice court to handle th e crowds.

9:30 a. rn. the throng w as estim ated 
at m ore than 1000.

G. O. P. Senators ’ War on 
Harding Treaty Looming 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.— Opposition to the Harding treaty of 
peace with Germany was understood today to have developed in Repub­ 
lican senatorial ranks on the grounds that the pact entangles the United 
States in European affairs almost as much as the league of nations 
covenant. 


How far this opposition will be reflected in votes of Republican 
senators is uncertain. 
Criticism of the pact is not confined to senators 
who were irreconcilables pn the Versailles treaty, however. 
Senators have been studying the new treaty for several weeks. 
In 
several instances they have consulted their colleagues about its provisions 
A number are convinced that the treaty ties the United States into the 
Versailles treaty as surely as though the senate had ratified that instru­ 
ment. 


It is significant however, that no Republican senator, irreconcilable 
or moderate, is ready at this time to state his opposition publicly. 
Democratic opposition is expected as a matter of course.

prohibition 
will 
be 
easy,” he said. 
“Practically all of 
the liquor now in circulation in New 
York comes from this source. 
It is 
also shipped to other parts of the 
country. 
“T here are some smugglers in op­ 
eration,” Yellowley 
declared, “but 
most of the stories of rum running 
have been exaggerated. 
“T hese 
druggists have obtained 
perm its to obtain alcohol. They have 
set in a small line of staple drugs 
to m ake their places look legitim ate. 
‘Drug Stores on Wheels.’

it is difficult to place responsibility. 
Some Books Stolen. 
Defacing consists of the m arking 
or cutting out of pictures of art, par­ 
ticularly w here the hum an body is 
shown in the nude. Some books have 
been stolen, It is reported. 
“The books th at have been 
de­ 
faced are m ostly of a scientific char­ 
acter,” said Ball. 
“In both books 
and m agazines there are instances 
w here whole pages have been cut 
out, others where just a picture has 
been cat and still others where de­ 
facing has been done w ith pen or 
pencil. 
“M utilation is of recent develop­ 
m ent. 
It occurs in those books th at 
are An the shelves for reading in the 
library only. 
To secure these it is 
not necessary to ask perm ission of 
an a tte n d a n t 
Because they do not 
pass through the hands of assistants 
at the library we have no way of de­ 
tecting the guilty parties. 
“Books in circulation, as a whole, 
are not treated badly. 
W e have a 
check on these and defacing would 
be quickly detected, w ith responsi­ 
bility fully identified.”

There are about 6,500,000 farms in the United 
States, and a report issued by the Census Bureau 
shows that 2,146,512 automobiles are owned by farm­ 
ers, one automobile to three farms. 
Since these fig­ 
ures were gathered more than a year and a half ago 
the proportion of automobiles to farms is greater 
now. 
When the automobile first came into use it 
had no greater enemy than the fanner. 
It frightened 
his horses and made travel unsafe. 
Despite this 
feeling the automobile survived, and what he could 
not prevent the farmer has evidently taken to him­ 
self and is making full use of it. 
The highest per 
capita ownership of automobiles is in the purely ag­ 
ricultural states west of the Mississippi. 
W hile the 
farmer has lessened the isolation of the farm by 
providing himself with a vehicle that makes distance 
to town of slight importance, it is revealed that the 
farmer’s wife has had conveniences put in the house 
to lighten her work. 
Farm houses piped for water 
number 644,088 and 452,809 are lighted by gas or 
electricity, while there are over 2,500,000 telephones 
in farm houses. 
The isolation and the drudgery of farm life were 
topics of lament in the earlier times. 
The farmer's 
wife had to carry all water from a spring, perhaps; 
at best from a well. 
Her home had few of the con­ 
veniences that lighten woman's labor. 
H er many 
duties cut her off from intercourse with her neigh­ 
bors! 
She aged before her time. 
That the condi­ 
tions have changed in many farm houses is proved 
by the census figures. 
The family car removes the

CHANGE IN COTTON PRICES 


Cotton in the first year of the war, when the for­ 
eign market was cut off, went begging at IO cents a 
pound. 
On the crest of the war boom it rose to 40 
cents, and higher. 
Then, with a bumper crop and 
hard times, it dropped almost to IO cents again, with 
no proportionate drop in production and living costs. 
Naturally that spelled calamity to the Cotton Belt and 
the whole South, and aggravated national depression. 
Now, with cotton selling around 20 cents, which is 
somewhere near what it is really worth, growers are 
rejoicing and cotton growers feel the stimulus in re­ 
viving business activity, while the northern states are 
favorably affected by it. 
It is a curious thing that a short crop should 
bring better times. 
We have become accustomed to 
the economic dictum that prosperity is necessarily 
based on plentiful production. 
There is not, how­ 
ever, any necessary contradiction. 
It is to be observed that there is no real shortage 
of cotton. 
Seven million bales means a short crop, 
but there is enough hold-over from last year to bring 
the total up to the average yield and up to the world’s 
normal requirements. 
All that has happened, there­ 
fore, is a restoration of a normal price for this great 
staple, which will save its producers from ruin without 
inflicting any necessary hardship on consumers. 
The South seems likely to gain a half-billion dol­ 
lars or more from the market rise.
